RATIFY NOMINATION

CONGRESSMAN CUMMINGS MAKES A SPEECH 


Charles W. Dayton Accepts the Nomi- 
nation for Comptroller on Ticket 
of Henry George.

New York, October 14.—Tammany Hall 
tonight ratified the nomination of its can- 
didates. 

The attendance at the meeting in the 
Wigwam was ‘not as great as was expected. 
While the hall was well filled, there was @ 
crowd of several thousand surrounding the 
stands on the outside of the headquarters 
of the regular democracy. Ex-Governor 
Campbell, of Ohio, who had been invited 
to speak, sent his regrets as did also Colo- 
nel William L. Brown. 

Ex-Mayor Grant, Congressman Cum- 
mings, ex-Governor Hauser, of Montana, 
and Lawson N. Fuller were among those 
on the platform inside the hall. 

John B. Stanchfield, of Elmira, N. Y., was 
the first regular speaker. He is ex-Senator 
Hill’s law partner. As he began to speak 
some one in the hall shouted for George, 
and there were cheers and hisses. 

Not much enthusiasm was displayed by 
the audience while Mr. Stanchfleld was 


speaking. 

Congressman Amos J. Cummings was the 
next speaker. . 

“What is the crucial test of democracy?” 
he began. 

“This was asked of a democrat six weeks 
ago and his answer was ‘loyalty.’ That 
democrat was Richard Croker.” 

At the mention of Croker’s name there 
was the expected outburst of cheers and 
applause, but mingled with them were un- 
expected hisses. 


The Union Pacific Refunding Bill. 


The speaker held that Tammany Hall 
was the regular democracy of New York, 
and to be loyal to it was to be democratic. 
He had heard that Croker was to turn 
him down because he had not voted for 
the Union Pacific refunding Dill. 

He had seen !t also stated that the Tam- 
many men had been ordered to vote for 
that bill. He would have denied it at the 
time, but for the fact that the truth trav- 
eled by the slowest coaches, and lies went 
by electricity. But he would deny it now 
with all the force at his command. Mr. 
Croker had never asked him to vote for 
the bill. ‘He had known Mr. Croker for 
vears. He never knew him to commit a 
dishonest act nor to doe anything for which 
he need be ashamed to face his fellow man. 

The congressman likened the government 
of Tammany Hall to the government of the 
United States—the executive committee 
practically the senate. Tammany had 
sought no deals—the republican party un- 
der the leadership of Quigg did. Tammany 
Hall’s candidates had been nominated at 
primaries, where every one had a voice. 
Who selected Seth Low? And to whom 
are they responsible? Who had selected 
Henry George?—(a voice)—Tom Johnson. 

The speaker said that the election of the 
democratic ticket In this city in November 
meant a blow to the Raines law. 

Several times Mr. Cummings mentioned 
John C. Sheehan’s name, and on each oc- 
easion it was applauded with greater ve-~ 
hemence than that of Croker’s. One by 
one the speaker discussed the good quali- 
tiés and the fitness of the candidates for 
the offices for which they had named. 

Thomas F. Grady, who spoke next, 
aroused the latent enthuslasm in the audi- 
ence. He scored Low, George and Tracy 
in a manner to suit the Tammanyites pres- 
ent. 

He confined himself principally to local 
affairs. 


Dayton Accepts the Place. 


Among the other political events of the 
day were Former Postmaster Charles W. 
Dayton’s acceptance of the nomination for 
comptroller on the Henry George ticket, 
and Mayor Strong's first speech for Seth 
Low, in which he resented the interference 
of the national administration in the Great- 
er New York campaign. 

The Citizens’ Union is holding numerous 
meetings and Henry George is about to 
take the stump. 

Speaking at a crowded Citizens’ Union 
meeting tonight Mayor Strong made a vig- 
orous plea for Seth Low. He said: 

“When Folger ran for governor and was 
defeated by nearly 200,000 majority, the na- 
tional administration refused to interfere in 
the affairs of the state of New York. 
If the foundation principles of the repub- 
lican party are so weak that it is necessa- 
ry to have a member of the cabinet inter- 
fere in our municipal affairs, the founda- 
tions have been knocked from under the 
party.’’ 

Seth J.ow tonight addressed 5,000 enthu- 
siastic people at the Claremont avenue 
rink, Brooklyn. 

Former Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles 8. Fairchild was’ the _  prin¢ipal 
speaker at a big Citizens’ Union meeting 
tonight. Former Congressman John MDe- 
Witt Warner spoke at another Seth Low 
meeting. 


An Indorsement of an Appeal. 


The executive committee of the German- 
American reform meeting tonight formally 
indorsed Seth Low and the entire Citizens’ 
inion ticket. 

The Henry George committee tonight |s- 
sued an appeal to the public for funds. 

The united democracy, whose nomination 
Henry George accepted and then declined, 
met tonight and denounced him. 

Fred W. Cruikshank, for mayor, 
head the united democracy ticket 

The effort to throw out the candidates on 
the ticket of the Citizens’ Union by show- 
ing that the certificates of nomination pre- 
sented to the police board for a place on 
the official ballot, on the ground that the 
certificates were legally invalid, were un- 
successful. The full police board today de- 
cided that the certificates were regular and 
should stand. 


Angry at McKinley. 


At a Seth Low meeting tonight, speaking 
from the same platform and immediately 
after Mayor Strong,;.General Anson G. Mc- 
Cook handled the McKinley administration 
without gloves for its interference in the 
present mayoralty fight. He said in part: 

“My republicanism is not to be chal- 
lenged by Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, 
or Senator Foraker, of Ohio. I do not 
challenge their right to come here, but I 
do question the propriety and their good 
faith. If Senator Thurston wishes to teach 
republican aw coe let him go to his own 
state, which last year cast its vote against 
the republican candidate.

Nashville Voters Defeat the A. P. A. 
Doctrines by Good Plurality. 

Nashville, Tenn., October 14—F ull returns 
from al] the wards show the election of R. 
H. Dudley, democratic nominee for mayor, 
by 1,215 majority over Mayor McCarthy, 
running for re-election on the good govern- 
ment ticket backed up by the American 
Protective Association. 

Dudley has a plurality of 748 over McCar- 
thy and J. J. McCann, independent demo- 
crat. The vote was light, being only 5,114. 
Dudley was the straight democratic nom- 
inee, McCarthy affillated with the A. P. 
A.’s and McCann was an independent can- 
didate. 

The election is construed by the public as 
a defeat of the A. P. A. doctrines. 

All the democratic nominees for council- 
men, ten in number, are elected, giving 
straight democrats a majority in the city 


council. 


HOT WAVE STRIKES THE WEST. 


Cmaha Had 90 in the Shade and Chi- 
cago 88. 

Chicago, October 14.—A hot wave of un- 
usual severity is reported throughout the 
west and northwest. Omaha had the most 
uncomfortable temperature today, the 
mercury climbing to 90 in the shade, which 
is a record for the month of October. 

Dubuque, Ia., also came to. the front with 
a demolished record, the thermometer there 


showing 86 in the shade—the warmest ever’ 


known at this time of the year at that 
point. All through the state of lowa hot 
weather is reported as excessive. 

Out in Kansas, Concordia was the warm 
spot, 90 being reported. Dodge was well 
up with a hot wind and 88 in the shade. 

Kansas City sweltered with a tempera- 
ture of 86 and a hot wind, 

Chicago came near to its hot record for 
October with a temperature of 88 in the 
weather office, which is 90 on the street 
level. 

One day long ago the mercury reached 91 
and that is the record. 

The coolest place in the reach of the 
weather man’s eye was Calgary, N. W. T., 
where it was he said 18 above zero.

County, Alabama. 


LAWLESSNESS RUNS RAMPANT 


Chain of Assassinations Shock the 
People and Mystify the Officers. 


NO ARRESTS HAVE AS YET BEEN MADE 


Crime Is Being Carried Out by Par- 
ties Whose Identity Is Care- 
fully Concealed. 


Selma, Ala., October 14.—(Special.)—Law- 
lessness runs rampant near Richmond, 
in the southern end of this county. Sev- 
eral months since West Ethridge rode 
up behind Allie Coleman, a wealthy farm- 
er, and blew the top of his head off with 
a double-barrel shotgun. He has managed 
to elude arrest.

Duckworth, Coleman’s 


and public opinion laid the crime at Eth- 
ridge’s hands. 

A month ago Shelley Sumner, a nephew 
of Ethridge, was killed by Charles Nelson, 
a relative of Duckworth. 

Last night Frank Banks, a cousin of 
Nelson, was shot down from the darkness 
while standing in the door of his home, 

All of the murders are thought to have 
grown out of the Ethridge-Coleman kill- 
ing. Not an arrest has so far been made, 
although officers have made repeated raids.

Farmer’s Brother Shoots Down a Pair 
of Desperadoes.

United States deputy marshals were no- 
tified of the tragedy, and on arrival at the 
scene identified one of the dead men as 
Moses Miller, whose brother, John, recently 
killed Mr. Madden, a merchant of Braggs, 
I. T.; the other was identified as a Chero- 
Kee fugitive named Watson.

NEWS BOYS HAVE A RACE WAR. 


Negroes and Whites Have a Hand to 
Hand Battle in Indianapolis. 
Indianapolis, Ind., October 14—The city 
was startled and the police were kept busy 
for an hour last evening by a wild riot 
of newsboys in race lines. Hundreds of 
urchins broke loose on the down-town 
streets, whooping like wild Indians, about 
8 o’clock and finally coming together and 
fighting in opposing squads like demons. 
The trouble started in Newsies alley, 
upon which the mailing rooms of the three 
leading dailies front, in a row between 

the negro and white newsboys. 

- At dusk the “bungalows,” a fighting or- 
ganization of Irish lads, formed near the 
Park theater and at about the same time 
the negro newsboys assembled north of 
the statehouse. ‘There were frequent col- 
lisions of detachments of the opposing ar- 
mies, and fisis, clubs and stones were freely 
used. 

The police succeeded in capturing sever- 
al of the leaders on both sides, but it 
was 9 o'clock before quiet was restored. 
Three of the white boys had broken heads, 
one of them, named. John’ Donahue, being 
severely hurt. One negro boy suffered from 
a broken arm, another a broken leg and 
several of them had flesh wounds.

Willford Kills Grain, Whom He Finds 
in His House. 

Columbia, 8. C., October 14.—(Special.) 
Last evening at Killyons, this county, 
Henry Willford, who had long objected to 
the favor which his wife seemed to show 
for John G. Grain, a neighbor, came home 
and met Grain in his house. 

He fired both barrels of a shotgun at 
him, one load entering a leg and the other 
going in his side, the latter proving fatal. 
Willford escaped.

NO TRIFLING WITH HUMAN LIFE 


American Humane Association Passes 
Strong Resolutions. 


INTERESTING PAPERS ARE KEPAD 


Inoculation of Patients with Yellow 
Fever Germs Is Emphatically 
Denounced. . 


Nashville, Tenn., October 14.—The most 
important meeting of the American Hu- 
mane Association proved to be the one 
of this afternoon. Papers of great interest 
were read by E. E. Barthell, of Nashville; 
by Dr. Dalyrimple, of Baton Rouge, La., 
and by the Rev. Dr. Lord, of St. Paul. 

The paper that stirred the convention 
most deeply was one by Dr. Albert Lef- 
fingwell, of Aurora, N. Y., upon “Scien- 
tific Assassination,” It dealt with Dr. San- 
arelli’s inoculation of healthy human be- 
ings with the germ culture of yellow fever. 

It is understood that some, if not all, 
of the unsuspecting victims died with all 
the symptoms accompanying the dread 
disease, 

The following resolution was presented 
and adopted by the convention: 

“Whereas, It has been currently reperted 
in public journals that «& distinguished 
South American physician, engaged n 
scientific researches, after viviseciing a 
large number of the higher animals, has 
not hesitated to inoculate patients cenfined 
in a public institution with the germ 
poison of yellow fever, causing them to 
suffer all the agonies of that dread disease, 
and terminating in death; and 

“Whereas, these atrocious experiments, 
so far from exching in this country unf- 
versal condemnation and abhorrence, have 
been declared to be scientifically useful, 
and therefore perhaps a ‘pardonable crime,’ 
the refore 

“Resolved, That assuming the facis to 
be correctly reported, the American Hu- 
mane Association in convention assembled 
at Nashville, Tenn., hereby would record 
in the strongest manner possible its utter 
detestation and condemraticn of such sci- 
entific trifling with human life. It does 
not believe that any possible utilitv of sci- 
ence can diminish the euilt of murders like 
these; or that the secret poisoning of hu- 
man beings should in the least degree be 
condoned because the victims were friend- 
less and poor. It views with horror and 
amazement, the assertion that scientific 
experiments terminating in death have 
been made [in certain public institutions 
in this country and it therefore calls upon 
the scientific. and medical societies of the 
United States to join with the American 
Human Association in -unreservedly con- 
demning the subject'on of human beings— 
patients in asylums, hospitals or other pub- 
lie istitutions—to any form of scientific ex 
perimentation.”

HAS IT HUMAN LIFE? 


A Tree in Washington Which Is Some- 
thing of a Curiosity. 
From The Washington Star. 

Near the western border of Dupont Circle 
stands a tree that has a privilege not ac 
corded other shade trees of Washington. 
Nature has endowed it with what we mor- 
tals consider a very happy faculty, name- 
ly. to enjoy a peacefu} slumber every 
night. Many shrubs and numerous species 
of flowers have a time of rest, either by 
day or night; at least, that is what we 
guess from the changed attitude of their 
leaves and petals, but this big fellow, who 
goes to sleep at a regular hour every. even- 
ing and in summer time even by daylight 
rignt before our eyes and in a public park, 
has a metneod quite .hhis own in preparing 
himself for the night.~‘His action is so ap- 
parent, quiet and curlous that he deserves 
to ‘be noticed; in fact, it is somewhat to 
be wondered at that nobody ever noticed 
this stranger and his strange action be- 
fore—not even the very alert watchman 
and guardian of the floral display of the 
park. 

That this tree is of foreign extraction and 
of high lineage there will be no need of 
telling when we learn that his name is Al- 
bizzia Julibrissin, having been christened 
so by an Italian botanist by the name of 
Durazzo in honor of a member of the most 
noble family of the Albbizzi of Florence, 
who probably had also been a botanist. 
The tree, however, is an original of Japan 
and known there as the Japanese silk tree. 
Why it is called a silK tree is not known to 
the writer, but the supposition is that the 
silky appearance of the blossoms might 
have originated it. How this tree came 
here and found its way to Dupont Circle 
probably only Colonel Bingham, as. chief 
of the public parks and grounds and cus- 
todian of the records and pedigrees of our 
exotic trees can tell. . 

Soon after 7 o’clock in the evening a gen- 
eral motion is noticed in the foliage, a 
quiver or trembling of the bipinnate leaves. 
Each leaflet begins to stand up on edge 
and pairs with the one opposite. They 
clasp each other tightly and then close up 
with the other on the petiole, so that eacn 
becomes a coverlet over haif of the preced- 
ing one. fhe entire transformation takes 
place in about twenty minutes, and usually 
at 7:30 the respiratory organism of this tree

darkness or the huneidity. of _— oo 
phere, or even the change of temperature 
had something to do in producing a sleepy- 
like condition in this tree. but numerous 
experiments have proved that it is not so.

The 
leaves remained expanded until the hour of 
7, when they began to close as if they were 
still on the tree, and the same action was 
repeated for several days as long as water 
could keep them frésh. There is a plant

diminutive albizzia in many ways. This is 
the senéitive pea, Cassia Camaecrista, a 
weed growing along our count lanes with 
yellow flowers, and bearing a fruit. diminu- 
tive pease, This little weed is, however, a 
sensitive plant, while the tree is not zo in 
the least. The former shuts its leaflets 
when touched at any hour of the day, but 
at night goes to sleep in the same fash'on 
as the latter.

Wotable Incident in the Delay for a 
Witness from Rome—Division of 
Opinion as to Peeples.

Dalton, Ga., October 14.--(Special.)— 
Listen, beloved, and you will hear 

Of ar de that Knocks out Paul Revere; 
John Stewart, ceming to say his say, 
To Daiton, forty-one miles away. 

The judge impatient, the lawyers walt, 
A bailiff stands at the outer gate. 

Will he come in time for the legal fray, 
To Dalton, torty-one miles away? 

The trial today furnished a dramatic theme 
Dalton’s eifted young Rob- 
ert Lovemin, hes embalmed Verse 
those of Paul Revere's ride, or 
thet mythical gallop of Sheridan to “Wir- 
chester, Twenty Miles Away.” | 

John the central figure in 
tcday’s ride. He is a negro convict, who 
is serving a term on the Floyd eounty 
chaingang for running a blind tiger. His 
ride was on a special train with only one 
pessenger, the officer who guarded 
Stewart saw -no signal light in a 
nor did he hear the roar of 
cannon ¢nd the crash of battle, as the 
fast fiving iren bere him on. He 
wondered what it was all about, this free 
trip at a mile a minute. But a battle wrs 
on, a eral battle, and his presence was 
wanted, or at least one side thought ne 
was warted. 

This morning’s Constitution told of the 
opening of Captain Tom Peeples’s trial. 
Peeples, who is the Western and Atlantic 
railroad’s agent here, was charged with 
buying a carpet which the car pirates had 
stolen from the Southern railway. Some 
time today Solicitor Maddox heard that a 
negro named John Stewart -had hauled 
the carpet from young Tom Peeples‘s barn 
to his father’s house. The carpet had been 
traced to young Tom’s barn, and Bohan- 
non had said that he sold it to Captain 
Peeples, and had been paid $12.50 for it. 
Actual delivery to the elder Peeples had 
not been proved. That was not absolutely 
essential, but if a witness could be pro- 
duced who would testify that he hauled 
the carpet to the defendant’s home, the 
state’s hand would be immensely strength- 
ened. An officer was sent for Stewart, 
who was known to be in the Floyd county 
chaingang, and before 6 o’clock the negro 
was in the courthouse. But he was not put 
up, although the state had reserved the 
right to introduce him upon his arrival. 
The inference is that he did not haul the 
carpet, or if he did, will not swear to it. 
Stewart worked for the Peeples boys a 
year ago, the time when the roll of ingrain 
was stolen. 

The case will go to the jury about mid- 
day tomorrow. Dalton more exercised 
over this trial than any that has come up 
yet. 

There are two factions here, one for Pee- 
ples and the other against him. The only 
evidence before the jury that Peeples bought 
the carpet is Bohannon’'s statement. The on- 
ly evidence for Peeples is his own denial, not 
under oath, and the sworn testimony of 
a negro employee, who says that he hauled 
a roll of new carpet from the railroad de- 
pot to the defendant's house in the summer 
of 1896. The time alleged in the indictment 
is April, of last year.

The Trial of Captain Peeples. 

The trial of Captain T. J. Peeples for re- 
ceiving a earpet stoten by Bohannon has 
been on all day. He is the Western and 
Atlantie’s agent here. Pevious to his ap- 
pontment as agent five years ago he Was 
a conductor on that road. 

The statement in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion that he had been indicted for com- 
plicity in stealing nine barrels of surip 
from the Western and Atlantie fright de- 
pot here was a mistahe. I received the 
information from a witness who had tes- 
tied before the grand jury on Tuesday. 
Drew Peeples, the agent's son, was in- 
dicted for the larceny and the grand jury 
investigated the connection which the 
father and his other son, yvung Tom, had 
With stealing the sirup. Young Tom and 
Drew, the councilman, are stil! missing. 
An officer was sent over to Gordon Springs 
last night to arrest the orothers, who 
Were reported to have gone there to es- 
Cape arrest. The officer came back today 
and reported that he did not find the buoys. 
tie did not even hear of them. 

_ Both of the boys would have been im- 
portant witnesses for their father had 
they been here, but if they were to show 
up they would be held for trial on the 
larceny of the molasses. 

Two Witnesses were put up by the state 
this morning in the carpet case. Both were 
negroes. One testified to the robbery of 
the car and the hauling of the carpet to 
young Tom Peeples’s barn. The other said 
that he did the hauling. Both swore that 
young Tom was awakened and informed 
that some goods had been placed in his 
barn. The court would not permit the 
Witnesses to tell of their conversation with 
young Peeples on the night they said the 
carpet Was hid in his barn. 

Many Witnesses Summoned. 

A cloud of witnesses were called by the 
defendant to impeach Walter Bohannon’s 
evidence and to establish the character of 
Captain Peeples for honesty and integrity.

Now the defense started !ts procession 
of witnesses as to character. The line was 
more than an hour paging in to the stand 
and back to the witness.

Captain S. A. Bell, 4 comuctor on the 
Western and Atlantic for tw@ty-five years, 
regarded the defendant’s chageter as good. 
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He would not believe Walter Bohannon on | 


oath. He did not remember ever having 
heard Bohannon's character for truthful- 
ness discussed, nor had he ever heard Cap- 
tain Peeples’s honesty or dishonesty dis- 
cused. The defendant was a conductof on 
the Western and Atlantic for years. 

G. M. Cannon. who is also under indict- 
ment for receiving stolen goods, stated 
that he would not believe Walter Bohannon 
on oath under any circumstances. He con- 
sidered Captain Peeples an honest man. 

“Mr. Cannor. haven't you heard of in- 
stances of men living for years in a com- 
munity and enjoying a good reputation for 
honesty and integrity being suddenly over- 
taken by misfortune and ruined in charac- 
ter?” asked the solicitor. 

“I have.” 

“Can you name one?’ 
asked.”’ 

“T cannot.’’ 

Cc. L. Terry, an ex-deputy marshal, gave 
the defendant a good charatter. The de- 
fense wanted to know how tong Terry had 
been acquainted with Peeples. The court 
refused to’ allow this question. 

“The law presumes that the witness has 
known the defendant all his life when he 
gives him a good character,” explained the 
court. 

Colonel Watt Harris remarked that the 
defense would object. 

Samuel J. Johnson, clerk of the Murray 
county court, regarded Captain Peeples’s 
choracter for honesty as good. The witn@ss 
did not think he would believe Walter Bo- 
ranron on oath.

On cross-examination, he said that he 
made the examination this morning at the 
instance of Captain Peeples. 

G. W. Orr, ticket agent for the Western 
and Atlantic here in Dalton, stated that he 
had known the defendant for thirty years 
and considered his character to be good. 
He had seen Captain Peeples and Walter 
Bohannon talking, but did not remember 
any particular time. He -had never seen 
them in a freight car together 

Joe Ostler Is Sworn. 


Joe Ostler, no connection of “Ostler Joe,”’ 
came on the scene now. He is very black. 
Joe swore that he hauled a roll of carpet 
from the Western and Atlantic ‘‘flatform’”’ 
to Captain Peeples’s home. That was last 
year, “just ’fore we sowed turnips, August 
or July.”” Joe was working for the Dalton 
Grocery Company then. He is now work- 
ing for Captain Peeples at the depot. 

“Why did you go to Captain Peeples's 
house last night?” asked Solicitor Maddox. 

“I go over there three nights a week,” 
The witness remembered that there was 
a tag on the roll of carpet, but he could 
no: tell how many yards the roll contained. 

Dr. Peak was recalled to explain his evi- 
dence in the morning in regard to Anthony 
Cook’s character. The bank president 
stated that he had never heard the ne- 
groe’s character discussed. 

The Defense xests. 

defense rested here and the state 
brought on its witnesses who would be- 
lieve Bohannon on vath. None of these but 
who pronounced the robber chief’s general 
reputation to be bad. Some were a little 
shy about saying that they would believe 
him on oath, but generally they stated 
that his character for truthfulness was 
good.

The Defendant’s Statement. 

This practically closed the evidence, with 
the exception of the defendant's statement, 
and the testimony of the missing witness 
for the state, John S:ewart. The state 
wanted a recess for two hours to allow 
this witness to reach Dalton before the 
closing of the case. To this the defense 
objected. Judge Fite announced that the 
defendant could make his statement and 
the argument be taken up. If the witness 
should arrive from Rome he could be in- 
troduced and then the defense could put 
up any evidence it wished to rebut. With 
this understanding Captain Peeples took 
the witness chair. He was no. long in 
making his statement—only two or three 
minutes. He spoke in a conversational 
tone, denying the purchase of the carpet 
from Bohannon, and claiming that he got 
it from Chattanooga through his son Drew. 
He was tne victim of persecutors. 

‘Ty did not buy any carpets from Walter 
Bohannon,” said Captain Peeples. ‘I did 
not pay him @iy money. Tnere was no 
occasion for me to buy a carpet or any- 
thing else from Bohannon. I do not deal 
with thieves. I have money and can buy 
honestly and openly whatever I need. This 
is persecution. They have set in to down 
me. I heard of this six. weeks ago, but 
could not believe it to be true. I am fifty- 
eight years old. I have never robbed the 
widows nor the orphans. I never oppressed 
the poor. I do not owe any man a cent. 
This is just a fight by the Southern rail- 
way, a great corporation, against me, a 
poor man. They cannot truthfully show 
that I ever-bought a carpet from Bohan- 
non. They are persecuting me. I will re- 
sent an insult and that is all they have 
against me. I was a farmer and then a 
railroad mam. I have worked my way up 
to my present position. A bond was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Bohannon, but I refuse 
to sign it. He wanted me to go to At- 
lanta to see him. He wanted me to raise 
$100—I would not do that.” 

Colonel McCamy directed the attention of 
the witness to accounting for the carpet 
which he got in the summer of 1896. 

“My son bought that carpet for me, 
which came down in the baggage car. I 
often get things that way. The man who 
hauled it to my house has testified before 
you. My son, who bought the carpet for 
me, is away. ‘but he will be back here, I 
presume he will come back. I always re- 
turned when I left and faced the music.” 


The Attorneys at Work. 


Now the testimony was all in unless the 
state should produce its witness from 
Rome. It had been a hard fought battle 
by the lawyers. The attorneys for Peeples 
guarded every point. Messrs. Jones, Mc- 
Camy and Watt Harris were alive to the 
defendant's every interest. Solicitor Mad- 
dox., Judge Dorsey and Colonel Shumate 
marshaled the s ’s cause. 

Colonel Shum opened the argument. 
He commenced ¢€ the failure of the de- 
fense to show th. receipt for the carpet, 
any bill or memorandum about it. He 
called the jury’s attention to the testimony 
against Bohanrion’s character for truth- 
fulness. 

“You noticed that the great majority of 
the witnesses who said they would not 
believe him under oath were from Murray 
county, while his fellow townsmen declared 
that they would believe him.’ 

Colonel McCamy, speaking for the de 
fendant, said that it was absurd to think 
that a man of Captain Peeples’s standing 
and means would have any such dealings 
withathief. Col. McCamy spoke for nearly 
two hours. John S‘ewart. the convict, was 
in the solicitor’s room, but the state did 
not ask to put him up, and court adjourned 
until tortforrow morning, when Watt Harris

KARL DECKER TELLS STORY 


Her Jailer Wanted $16,000 and As- 
sured Safety in America. 


ONE RESCUER FORG:D SECRETARY'S NAME 


Thrilling Escape of Cisneros Is Told 
by One of the Men Who Got 
Her Out. 


New York, October 14.—Karl Decker, one 
of the rescuers of Evangelina Cossio y 
Cisneros from the Casa _ de Recojidas, 
Havana, arrived in this city on the Spanish 
line steamship Panama this afternoon. He 
was met down the bay by a number of 
newspaper men and said: 

“I was commissioned to go to Cuba and 
del.ver Senorita Cossio y Cisneros from _the 
filthy Recojidas prison. I started from New 
York Avgust 28th, determined to free the 
woman, tnough 1 dd not see my way clear 
as to the pian to be adopted. After reach- 
ing Havana many plans suggested them- 
seives to me, bul eaca one proved imprac- 
ticable. I tried to bribe the jailer or al- 
calde, but he wanted $16,000 tor the job, and 
positive assurances that he und his family 
could get to the United States. This was 
too rich a proposition for me.’ 

Mr. Decker repeated the story of 
rescue from the jall as already told in his 
dispatches, and then related what happen- 
ed after the girl was out of the prison. 
He said: e 

“When Senorita Cossio y Cisneros entered 
our shanty adjoining the jail we let her 
rest a few moments and then teok her vo 
a carriage waiting outside and drove to 
the house of a friend. ‘he friend was hold- 
ing a reception that night, which was a 
part of the plot. The man who drove the 
carriage was one of the conspirators. 
Senorita Cossio y Cisneros was exhausted 
from excitement when she reached the 
house, but she did not pive away. 


Smoked a Cigar on the Streets. 


“On Thursday morning she was taken to 
the home of a friend, where she remained 
in secrecy until Saturday afternoon. 

“To reach the steamer for New York she 
was obliged to walk down Obispo street, 
the principal thoroughfare of Havana, ata 
time when the street was crowded, and 
yet take her time and smoke a cigar. If 
she had skulked about the back streets she 
would: immediately have been 6uspected. 
It was over a mile from the house to the 
pier. She had a passport made out under 
an assumed name. All the steamships 
anchor out in the stream. Senorita Cossilo y 
Cisneros walked down.from the house, clad 
as a rancher, and my companion and IL 
followed behind. She sauntered along 
leisurely and once in a while turned about 
to see if we were following. We motioned 
her to go on. She grew more confident as she 
went along, but we could see that she was 
under a strain. She got on the launch and 
we waited, and when the launch returned 
from the vessel and she was not on it we 
knew that the scheme had worked like a 
charm, 

“The day after the jail break the town 
was astir over the escape of Senorita Cos- 
sio y Cisneros, a house-to-house search 
was begun and would have been kept up 
had not a telegram from Minister Dupuy 
de Lome, at Washington, informed Weyler 
that the girl was on the high seas and ex- 
pected any day in New York. Then Wey- 
ler was mad. He threw the jailer, Jose 
Quintana, into jail, whereupon the jailer 
told about my attompting to bribe him. 
This. in connection with the surmise of 
De Lome, placed suspicion on me. I gave 
it out that I was going to take a steamer 
for Mexico. There was only one steamer 
leaving Sunday and that was a.Spanish 
steamer. I waited for instructions from 
New York and had almost made up my 
mind to start Sunday, instructions or no 
instructions. ‘My instructions came, hap- 
pily.

‘‘My passport was made out in the fiame 


of Karl Decker. In ta the 
Panama Sunday night and run the gant- 
let, it was necessary to get my passport 
vised and stamped with the seal of the 
secretary of the captain general. I Knew 
that my pasSport would never be signed 
and I learned that an order for my ar- 
rest was determined on and that 1 was to 
be arrested at 5 o'clock Munday morning.

Justice Field notified the president last 
Apri of his intention to retire, but the 
president did not acknowledge it until Oc- 
tober 9th. 

In the letter of Justice Field to his ags- 
soclates, notifying them of his retirement, 
is a copy of the acceptance of his resigna- 
ton by the president, in which Mr. McKin- 
ley speaks in highest terms of the services 
rendered by the distinguished jurist. The 
letter of Justice Field says further: 

“wn the l0th of March, 1863, I was com- 
missioned by President Lineoin a justice of 
the supreme court of 
taking the vath of office on tne 2th day 
of the tol.owing May. When my resizgna- 
tion takes effect my period of service on 
this bench will have exceeded that of any 
of my predecessors, While my entire judi-. 
Cial iuife wail have embraced mere than 
forty years. I may be pardoned for saying 
that during all tnis period, long in com- 
par.son with the brevity of human life, [! 
live not shunned to declare in every case 
betore me the conclusions which 
my detiberate convictions compelled me to 
ar.ive at by the conscicntious exercise of 
such abilities and requirements as I pos- 
sessed. 

“It is a pleasant thing in my memory) 
that my appo.ntment came from Pres.dent. 
Lincoin, Of whose &ppointees | am the last! 
survivor. Up to that time there had been 
no representative here of the Pacifie coast. 

“At the head of the court when I became 
one of lis members was the venerable Chief 
wustice Taney, amd among the associite 
justices was Mr. Justice Wayne, who had 
Sat with Chief Justice Marshall, thus con- 
stituting a link between the past and the 
future, and as it were, bidding into unity 
neariy an entire century of the life of this 
court. 

“During my incumbency three chief jus- 
tices and sixteen associate justices have 
passed away, leaving me prec.ous rememe 
brances of common labors and intimate 
and agreeable companionship. 

As we all know, the period of war was 
followed by one, continuing even to the 
Present time, of marvelous development, 
Wealth aceumulated such as never before 
Was dreamed of in this country. Gigantic 
enterprises were undertaken and carried 
through. Inventions have muitiplied the 
conveniences of life as well as the possibili- 
ties of achievement. Out of this changed 
social and economie condition have sprung 
not merely an immense multitude of Cases, 
but litigation of a charaeter vitally affect- 
ing the future prosperity and safety of 
this country. To this court have come for 
final solution and decision many of thesa 
questions and cases. By the blessings of 
Almighty God my health and life Nave been 
preserved and I have been enabled to take 
part in the consideration of all these cases. 
Few appreciate the magnitude of our la- 
bors. The volumes of our reports show that 
I alone have written 620 opinions. If to 
those are added fiftv-seven opinions in the 
circuit court and 365 prepared while I was 
on the supreme eourt of California. it will 
he seen that I have voiced the decision in 
1.942 cases, 

“If it may be said that all of our deci- 
sions have not met with the universal ap- 
proval of the American people, vet it is to 
the great glory of that peonle that always 
and everywhere has been yielded a willing 
obedience ta them. That fact is eloquent of 
the stability of popular institutions and 
demonstrates ‘that the peorle of these 
United States are capable of self-govern- 
ment. 

“With this I give place to my successor.

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Home-Raised Wheat. 

It will be good news to those who are 
ond of healthy and savory fiour “‘fixins” 
to be told that two hundred or more 
farmers in the neighboring state of Ala- 
‘bama have pledged themselves to sow 
from five to twenty bushels of wheat 
this fall. 

' Let us hope that this is but the begin- 
ing of a movement that will grow in 
labama, and, from Alabama, spread to 

all the southern states, especially to 
Georgia, where from the old Oconee trail 
ito the Tennessee line there are hundreds 
of thousands of acres of land capable 
of producing from ten to thirty bushels 
tto the acre. 
, This is a movement which, if persisted 
in, will emancipate our pockets from 
the necessity of paying tribute to the 
west, and our stomachs from the thou- 
sand and one brands of “patent” flour, 
in which the essence of the wheat has 
either been wholly destroyed, or substi- 
tuted for Kaolin or some other mixture 
of equal weight and fineness. 

General Toombs remarked on one oc- 
asion that the people of the south had 
paten enough kaolin in their “patent” 
our since the war to build a ten-foot 
wall around a grave yard as big as Geor- 
gia. The remark was made in the sev- 
enties, and since then there hes been no 
eg in the consumption of “pat- 
nt” flour, which, if it be free from ‘“‘sub- 
titutes,” has been ground and rollea 
until the vital principle of wheat has 
been eradicated. 

From the same objections that apply 
to steam-ground meal apply more forci- 

bly to steam-ground ficur. Instead of 
the flour that our mothers knew so weli 
how to manipulate, we have the patent 
flour, which, to approach the old-time 
flour in lightness must be coaxed with 
various brands of baking powder, 

In Georgia, there are still many farm- 
ers who raise their own wheat, and who 
have it ground at a water-mill. These 
carry out the traditions of the father, 
and the town man who is invited to their 
houses for a Sunday dinner is a person to 
be envied. The first thing he will dis- 
cover about fhe biscuit may not be 
soothing to his eye: for the essence ot

i; the wheat of which they are the preduct 


has not been sacrificed to the whiteness 
characteristic of “patent” flour. Retain- 
-* ing.the life of the wheat, the biscuit has 
* not the pallor of death. 

Let it he borne in mind by all whe 
would preserve their digestive organs 
that the natural color of rea! flour is 
not the deadivy white characteristic of 
“patents.”” The pallor of the “patents” 
has been produced by processes that are 
- unnatural and unnecessary. for no sen- 
| sible person would demand snow-white 
' flour merely for the sake of the kaolin 
_ 4t contains or because the vitality of the 
. wheat has been destroyed; but one or 
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the other of these results must be resort- 
ed to to produce perfectly white flour. 

We cry hail, therefore, to the move- 
ment which has been begun in Alabama, 
and repeat the hope that it may spread 
until it reaches Georgia. The finest 
wheat lands in the world are to be 
found in the valleys and lowlands of the 
Piedmont region, and in that region we 
include the “Oconee covumtry. There 
is no reason why every bushel of wheat 
consumed in Georgia may not be grown 
here. Such was indeed the case before 
the war, when our farms were self-sus- 
taining and wealth-producing. Such 
would be the case again if the great 
bulk of our farmers followed their call- 
ing with the keen instincts of business 
men. 

There are many, indeed, who do apply 
business principles to farming, and these 
men are invariably prosperous, no mat- 
ter what the state of trade may be, 
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Postal Banks and the Farmeis. 

Mr. Wilmer Atkinson, of The larm 
Jcurnal, published in Philadelphia, con- 
tends that the adoption by this country 
of the postal banking system, is urgenft- 
ly demanded by the present needs of 
the American farmer. 

In support of this contention the ed- 
itor shows that, under existing condi- 
tions, our farmers are left wholly witb- 
out adequate banking facilities, to say 
nothing of that encouragement which 
such facilities hold out to frugality and 
thrift. According to the figures which 
he cites in this connection, the averagé6 
distance in New England from the 
postoffice to the nearest savings bank 
is ten miles; in the middle states, twen- 
tv-five miles; in the southern states, 
thirty-three miles; in the western states, 
twenty-six miles, and in the Pacific 
states, fifty-two miles. The average 
distance for the entire United States is 
twenty-nine miles. These figures clear- 
ly show that present banking facilities 
are wholly inadeauate to meet the de- 
mands of the farmer, and that something 
must be done by wayeof supplement, if 
not by substitute. 

in advocating the adoption of postal 
banks the editor contends that behind 
these banks is, the strong arm of the 
government, making them ‘absolutely 
safe; and that furthermore, by establish- 
ing postal banks in connection with the 
various pestoffices throughout the coun- 
try the farmers would be supplied with 
ample and convenient banking facili- 
tias. Of course the same argument which 
applies to farmers applies with equal 
force to other classes which are not 
reached by present banking facilities. 

Summing the argument which he 
makes in favor of postal banks, the ed- 
itor enumerates the following advan- 
tages to accrue from their establishment: 
absolute security from loss; a return in 
the way of interest on savings; con- 
venience in making deposits; repayment 
not affected by change of residence; pre- 
vention of poverty or temporary want by 
inculcating habits of thrift and econo- 
my, and education of the young to a 
knowledge of the value and manage- 
ment of money. So far as the country 
at larce {is coneerned, he contends that 
is will put more money into circulation 
and bring about greater national pros- 
perity. These are strong considerations; 
and when congress meets in December 
the postyl banking system on the 
grounds urged by Editor Atkinson and 
others warmly advocating the system, 
will be duly considered by our nation- 
al law-makers. 
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Questions of Democracy. 


The Times, of Valdosta, edited by the 
postmaster of that town, who resides 
in Macon and edits a quasi-republican 
newspaper there, seems to be somewhat 
exercised over the question “who are 
democrats?” and devotes an editorial ar- 
ticle to the consideration of that sub- 
ject. Wedo not see why the postmas- 
ter at Valdosta should be interested in 
the subject at all, except to prove that 
he is not a democrat, and so retain con- 
trol of the posicffice as weil as his place 
with the republican organ—The Macon 
Telegraph. 

The Valdosta paper (edited from Ma- 
con) is somewhat stumped by Mr. Cleve- 
land’s definition of “the underlying prin- 
ciples of party organization,” and so it 
barks back to what The Constitution 
said about fundamental principles, ana 
seems to think it has found a material 
disagreement, though it is wise enough 
not to flourish its discovery in a way to 
attract much attention. As a matter 
of fact, there is no discrepancy in the 
two statements. ‘They fit in and support 
each other at every point. 

Irom the beginning of the party or- 
ganization, it hag never beer required 
of any voter that he indorse unequivo- 
cally and explicitly every democratic 
principle, but only that he should ac- 
cept the great fundamental principles, 
and submit to the will of the majority 
when, officially assembled, the party in- 
terprets and declares its principles and 
applies them to the conditions that ex- 
ist at the moment. 

To ease his mind, the postmaster of 
Vaidosta turns to The Constitution for 
information. He asks us a question 
which deserves some consideration: 


Does The Constitution believe that there 
was ever a fundamental principle in the 
party that permitted of a compromise with 
all of the discordant elements in the coun- 
try? Is it a fundamental principle of the 
party to invite in populists, republicans, 
socialists and others to control the organi- 
zation? Is it a fundamental principle of 
the party to nominate a man from another 
party to the high office of president simply 
because he appears to be the loudest spiel- 
er for a plank that was never dreamed of 
in a democratic convention until the party 
had been lured inte the hands of the ene- 
my? Is it a fundamental principle of the 
party to cut, trim and wedge in any sort 
of coctrine to suit those who had never 
voted with the party and who stood with 
it only on a plank that was the least demo- 
cratic of all? 

We assume that the matter to which 
the postmaster at Valdosta refers is that 
which embodies the demand for the res- 
toration of silver to its old place in our 
monetary system. If the postmaster 
knows anything about the history of the 
party, he knows that in almost every 
democratic state for twenty years con- 
vention after convention has demanded 
tha remonetization of silver. If he 
knows anything about the record of the 
party in congress he must know how it 
Fiood on the money question. It op- 
pesed the retirement of the greenbacks 
and put an end to that process. It op- 
posed the forced resumption of specie 
payments, and whenever the silver ques- 
tion came up for consideration the dem- 
ocrats in congress voted solidly for its 
restoration. The Bland-Allison law and 
the Sherman act of 1890 were not dem- 
ceratic measures, but were the results 
of the strenuous efforts of the democrat- 
ic party in congress to pass a law reopen- 
ing the mints to the free co!nage of gil- 
ver, 

The paragraph which we have quoted 
from the Valdosta postmaster’sa pen ,is 
something more than an inquiry. It 
inyolves. a tirade against the democratic | 
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party of the country and against the 
democratic party of Georgia, which has 
been demanding the restoration of sil- 
ver Tor twenty years. It involves, too, 
an attack on the postmaster’s neighbors 
who are democrats. The party in 
demanding the restoration of sil- 
ver, compromised with no discordant 
element, and invited the co-operation 
of no man who could not accept the 
principles of the party as a means of 
restoring good government to the coun- 
try. There was no cutting, trimming or 
hedging in any part of the Chicago plat- 
form, but, on the contrary, the true voice 
of the party, uninfluenced by the anti- 
democrats from republican states, was 
heard. 

What the democrats of Georgia did 
at their convention, the democrats of the 
nation did at the Chicago convention. 
The element which had formerly been 
conspicuous in committing the party to 
the degradation of hedging and dodging 
Vital issues, practically retired from the 
conventon. Nobody wept over them, 
and nobody blamed them, except for 
pretending to be democrats after they 
had announced thefr opposition to dem- 
ocratic doctrine. 

Let it be supposed that The Constitu- 
tion is undertaking to argue with the 
postmaster of Valdosta. who is also edi- 
tor of the quasi-republican organ-——The 
Macon Telegraph. We simply desire to 
make his attitude as conspicuous as he 
seems to desire it. We agree with The 
Dublin Dispatch that he feels, in con- 
sideration of the fact that he is holding 
office under a republican administration, 
that he owes it to his future prospects 
to abuse the democratic party and those 
with whom he formerly § acted. tle 
may be successful in retaining his of- 
ffice—indeed, he has earned the right to 
retain it-—-but he has not failed to pre- 
sent to the people of Georgia a most 
“nauseating spectacle,’”’ as The Dispatch 
suggests. 
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A Vanishing Industry. 


The Chicago Tribune calis attention 
to the _ that one of the noteworthy 
conditions affecting industrial enter- 
prises in the states of Pennsylvania, In- 
diana and Ohio is the alarming decrease 
in the supply of natural gas in those 
states. 

For several years past the greater part 
of all the natural gas used in this coun- 
try has come from the states above 


thought to be inexhaustible. The error 
ot this supposition, however, may be 
clearly shown by comparing the 
total output of natural gas 
in these states for the past 
year with the total output for preced- 
ing years. In 1896 the value of all the 
natural gas produced in the state of 
Pennsylvania aggregated only $5,528,610 
against the enormous valuation of $19,- 
282,375 put upon the product of 1858. 
The state of Ohio has never been such a 
prolific’ generator of natural gas as the 
state of Pennsylvania, but the figures 
for the Buckeye State show a corre 
sponding dim‘fnution. In 1889 Ohio pro- 
duced $5;215,669 worth of natural 


output is valued at only $1,172,400. 

Of the states producing natural gas In- 
diana is the youngest. Only a few years 
have elapsed since the resources of the 
state in this direction were first dis- 
covered, but the total valuation of In- 
diana’s yearly supply of natural gas has 
gradually diminished from $5,718,000 in 
1898 to only $5,043,635 in 1896. As the 
Indiana gas fields are much younger 
than those of Pennsylvania and Ohio, it 
is likely that they will continue to yiela 
a liberal supply of gas for some time to 
come. Of course it is difficult to judge 
of what is underneath the earth’s crust; 
but, from superficial indications, the 
natural gas industry in the United States 
is doomed to ultimate extinction. This 
is furthermore shown by the 
ficures for the entire country. In 1888 
the value of all the natural gas in the 
United States aggregated $22,629,875, 
whereas in 1896 it aggregated only $13,- 
002,512. Evidently, from these figures, 
the natural gas industry in the United 
States will soon be relegated to the past, 
unless other sources of supply are dis- 
covered, 
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A Gratifying Sequel. 


A gratifying sequel to the recent dis- 
graceful affair at Fort Sheridan, inform- 
ation has come from Washington stating 
that Secretary Alger, of the war de- 
partment, intends to investigate the af- 
fair without delav, and to fasten the 
blame attaching thereto upon the proper 
shoulders. 

There can be no doubt of the fact 
that the soldier in question is deserving 
of Tittle sympathy so far as his resist- 
ance of military rules is concerned; but 
even the ugly breech of discipline with 
which he is charged fails utterly to war- 
rant the outrageous treatment which he 
ig alleged to have received. 

In ordering a prompt investigation of 
the affair, Secretary Alger shows a de- 
sire on the part of the government not 
only to defend its private’ soldiers 
against unnecessary severe punishment, 
but also to erase the harsh stigma which 
the language imputed to the command- 
ant of the fort puts upon their honor. 
The reason given by the commandant 
of the fort for not investigating the 
charges perferred against the officer of 
the day by certain private soldiers who 
witnessed the affair, was that the word 
of a private soidier was not sufficient 
for putting a superior officer under ar- 
rest. Evidently there {gs some differ- 
ence of opinion between Secretary Al- 
ger and the commandant of the fort: anda 
the action of the war department in or- 
dering a prompt investigation of the af- 
fair is calculated to neutralize much of 
the evil which would otherwise grow out 
of it.

| GREATER NEWYORK CAMPAIGN 


Captain Evan P. Howell, who has been 
in New York on a brief visit, has returned 
and talks interestingly of the political 
campaign in Greater New York. 

“I was there for ten days,” he said yes- 
terday, “and watched with considerable in- 
terest the turns of the political kaleido- 
scope. I do not believe the people of New 
York were ever so stirred up as they are 
today. The four candidates and their 
friends are all hard at work, and the fol- 
lowers of each seem confident of success. 
It is a very easy matter to get up a big po- 
litical meeting at any time, and from now 
on until the day of the election, November 
2. New York will be a seething whirlpool of 
political contention.’’ 

“Which in your opinion is the strongest 
tickef?”’ 

“To my mind, there is no doubt that 
Judge Van Wyck is the strongest candidate 
for mayor. He has the prestige of demo- 
cratic regularity, and Tammany is doing 
the best work of its history. It is very sig- 
nificant that the Tracy men credit Tam- 
many as being the second strongest ticket, 
and so with the Low men, and so with 
the George men. Each believe, or pretend 
togbelieve, that their favorite will be elect- 
ed, but all give Tammany the second place. 
The opponents of Tammany are seriously 
divided, and the friends of Tammany are 
as solid as a rock, 

“One trouble with Low’s ticket is that, 
while he is an able man, the men behind 
him have indorsed the Strong administra- 
tion.

In his efforts to reform he tried 
to ptease both good and bad in ce#tain so- 
clal questions, and he failed to satisfy eith- 
er. The Raines law was so administered 
that even its friends admit it to be a failure. 
So it is with other reforms instituted by 
the Strong administration. The only thing 
I found that was generally approved was 
Colonel Waring’s street cleaning depart- 
ment, but the Tammany men say that he 
spent three times as much as they did, and 
that they cculd have done even better than 
Waring has done if they had been willing 
to tax the people as much.

NORMAL CLASS TO ADJOURN 


County School Teachers Are Ready for 
the Fall Terms. 


SCHOOLS OPEN NEXT MONDAY 


Rules and Regulations of the New 
Graded System Will Be An- 
mounced This Afternoon. 


The county teachers’ normal class, which 
has been holding doubje daily sessions in 
the chamber of commerce since last Mon- 
day, will complete its work today and will 
adjourn. The county schools open next 
Monday and for the first time in the his- 
tory of Fulton county the graded school 
System will be used in the county schools. 
Fulton will be the first county in the state 
to adopt the graded system in the county 
schools. 

This reformation is the work of the com- 
mon schools is destined to have a far- 
reaching influence on all of the schools of 
Under the old system, correct 
and proper supervision was impossible, 
While under the new system an effective 
supervision can be had. The county board 
of education is entitled to great credit, 
say the patrons of the schools, in the step 
Which it has made tn this direction, which 
promises far better scnools in the rural 
aisiricts than have been possible in the 
past under the owl system. 

Never in the history of the county has 
such interest been displayed as the teach- 
ers have shown in this week’s normal 
work. ‘the instruction has been in the 
hands of Dr. A. A. Marshall, a teacher of 
long experience and ripe scholarship. His 
lectures have been charmingly entertain- 
ing as well as practical and instructive. A 
portion of two days during the week was 
given to visits to the city schvols, the 
courtesy having been extended by action 
of the city board of education. Many prac- 
tical helps to the county teachers were 
received by these visits. ‘Tne teachers 
were most courteously received at all of 
tue schools visited, and their reports upon 
the school work done was such as to_in- 
dicate that Atlanta has a most excellent 
public school system. It was the unani- 
mous verdict of all the county teachers 
that the best order and discipline they 
had ever seen was observed in these 
schools. 

During the week some very able address- 
es have been made by Bentlemen interested 
in the county’s educational affairs. Among 
them may be especially mentioned the ad- 
dresses of Hon. W. P. Patillo and ex-Gov- 
ernor W. J. Northen, both members of the 
county beard of education of Fulton. Yes- 
terday Hon. S. D. Bradwell, president of 
the State Normal college, at Athens, and 
Hon. G. R. Glenn, state schoo] commis- 
sioner, delivered able and entertaining lec- 
tures to the teachers. 

The principal work of the week has been 
the study of the new graded system. The 
work for the next six months has been 
carefully outlined and thoroughly dis- 
cussed and by this afternoon the teachers 
will have received ail the information to 
enter successfully upon the new school 
year next Monday. Some sweeping 
Changes have been made in the manner of 
Operating the schools and it is expected 
that these will have a marked influence 
on the growth and usefulness of the rural 
schools of the county. 

The attendance has been unusually large 
and regular, nearly every teacher in the 
county has been in constant attendance 
and all sessions have been attended by a 
large number of interested visitors. 

On Monday morning all the public 
Schools, white and eolored, in the county, 
Will he open for a term of six consesutive 
months and the teachers will bring to 
their work the inspiration and instruction 
Which they have received during this 
week's normal class. The work of the 
Week has been such as to demonstrate that 
the entire teaching force of the county is 
In perfect harmony with the action of the 
. Board in prescribing a course of study and 
Srading the work of the schools.

Makes Some Strong Recommendations to 
the Logislatare. 


SAYS LAW SHOULD BE CHANGED

| Their Powers Should Be Restricted. 


State Treasurer’s Report Shows 
$422,246.20 on Hand. 


The annual report of State Treasurer W. 
J. Speer was made public yesterday. Mr. 
Speer shows that the cash balance in the 
treasury when he succeeded Colonel R. 
U. Hardeman was $466,923.08, and that the 
receipts since have been $2,929,388.89, making 
a@ twtal of $3,396,311.97. The disbursements 
durng the same time amounted to $2,974,- 
065.71. leaving a balance of $422,246.20. This 
balance, however, does not consist of 
cash but is largely represented by the 
Sembannual interest on the public debt 
paid on the first day of July last, advances 
to civil establishment for quarter just 
ended September 30th, the per diem and 
mileage for the extra session of ‘the legis- 
lature and expenses of the investigating 
comnittee authorized by resolution ap- 
proved February 4, 1897. For all of which 
warrants will be asked for at the proper 
time, 1nd will appear in the next annual 
report of the office. 

The most important part of Treasurer 
Speer’s report is that in which he deals 
with the building and loan associations 
and the banks. [Je says: 

Loan Associations. 

“Unde the act of 1891. and amendments 
thereto,every building and loan association 
incorpomted under the laws of this state 
which des business in and outside of this 
State, aid every such association incor- 
porated »y any other state and doing busi- 
ness wWitlin this state, state depository, or 
with some legally incorporated trust com- 
pany 75 pr cent of the amount of all mort- 
gages or other securities received by it 
in the usial course of its business. It is 
made theduty of the treasurer to examine 
into the iffairs of said associations from 
time to tme to ascertain whether they 
have depoited 75 per cent of all their se- 
curities aid otherwise complied with the 
requirements of the law governing sucn 
companies, 

“This ha been done, and all building 
and loan sesociations which come under 
the act ha‘e now on deposit with me as 
treasurer, gate depository or with some 
trust compmy the amount of securities 
required umer the law. This act of 1891 
has added agreat deal of clerical labor, as 
well as remponsibility, to the office of 
treasurer. 

“The buildhg and loan association busi- 
ness has groyn‘to such an extent in the 
last few years and in its daily requirements 
is so exacting that the service of an ex- 
tra clerk in he office is required to look 
after the depsits of securities and other 
duties of theassociations which the law 
imposes upon he treasurer, and for which 
no compensatim is provided, this extra ex- 
pense being frcessarily borne by the 
treasurer. Uner the act of 1891, it is 
doubtful as to vhether the treasurer is en- 
titled to the fes collected from these as- 
sociations. 

“It was the oractice of my predecessor 
to retain them, »ut as the matter presented 
some doubt, I hve paid all such fees col- 
lected since I Mve been in office into the 
treasury. The «tion of my predecessor 
in retaining thee fees was certainly in 
accord with theequities of the case, and 
I respectfully siggest that the genera! 
assembly make some provision to cover 
the extra duties. placed upon this office, 
by reason of the building and loan busi- 
ness, or relieve it of this responsibility 
and extra labor b&b making state deposito- 
ries and trust conpanies alone eligibie to 
receive such depoits. 

Th: Banks. 

“In accordanc: with the provisions of 
law, the banks wder the supervision of 
this department, Oe hundred and sixteen 
in number, have al been carefully exam- 
ined by myself ani assistant during the 
year, and all haverendered to this office 
sworn statements ¢ their condition from 
time to time as caled for and have pub- 
lished same in thdr local rewspapers. 
During the period overed by this report 
there have been thre failures and three 
have gone into voluntary Hquidation. The 
bank examiner, unde the law, having no 
control over closed bnks, I am unable to 
give any informationas to their condition 
at this date. It is @ pleasure for me to 
state that the banks 10w in operation un- 
der the supervision ofthis department are, 
with a few exceptions,in good condition. 

‘““My experience as bmk examiner for the 
past few years has tioroughly convinced 
me that the supervisio of our state banks 
is a grevt bencfit, not olly to the depositors, 
but to the beanks thenselves, and with 
some adiitionai legislajion for the better 
protection of depositorsqand to correct cer- 
tain bad nanagement o the part of some 
few of the »anks, this d@partment can and 
should affoid all the pmwtection necessary 
to both depositor and stockholder against 
loss by bank failures. The additional pro- 
tection to depositors an@ stockholders of 
banks in this state which, in my judgment, 
is necessary, is covered by the following 
suggestions: 

“The loans to officers and directors of 
banks should be, i:° some way, restricted 
and more fully prote¢tea- Their own bank 
stock is not sufficient .roper collateral 
for such loans, and sh not be counted. 
This is the greatest sty with which 
the examiner has ¢, «id, and is the 
prime cause of nearly . k failures.

“The reserve fund o pr cent of de- 
posits subject to check ul! consist only 
of cash in safe and an-es due from 
good solvent banks. No ste ks ¢r bonds 
should figure in such reser-e, and two- 
fifths of the 25 per cent sho: lq be actual 
money in vault, not countin; eash items, 
which may, in the discreticn of the bank 
examiner, be deducted from amount of 
depositors subject to check >efore com- 
puting reserve. 

“A certain percentage of the net earnings 
of all banks should be carrik | ¢g surplus 
account before any dividend ig declared, 
until its surplus shail amour: to 20 per 
cent of its capital stock, and 99 gividend 
should be declared greater tihn the net 
profits, deducting therefrom albjogses and 
bad debts.

“TOO EARLY,” SAYS JOHNSON 


He Wants To Wait Awhile Before He 
Talks of the Wedding.

MEETING OF GREAT IMPORTANCE

Interesting Questions Will Be Discuss- 
ed and E. P. Eustis Will Deliver 
the Annual Address. 


The forty-second annual meeting of the 
American Association of General Passenger 
and Ticket Agents will occur in St. Louis 
on October 19th, 20th and 2lst. The meet- 
ing will be an important one and@ all of the 
general passenger agents and ticket agents 
in the United States will be present. 

The object of the meetings held by this 
association may be said to be two-fold, 
one of which is to have the railroad agents 
become acquainted with each other and the 
Other being the discussion of such ques- 
tions as demand the attention of the agents. 

The association is a large one and exer- 
cises great influence and power in railroad 
circles. The officers are elected every year. 
The present officers of the association are: 
President, D. J. Flanders, general agent of 
Boston and Maine road; vice president, W. 
A Turk, general passenger agent of the 
Southern railway; secretary, A. J. Smith, 
General passenger agent of the Lake Shore 
railroad. 

The headquarters for the agents during 
the days of the meeting of their assvcia- 
tion will be at the Southern hotel and aj] 
deliberations will take place there. Besides 
the agents, it is probable that a large num- 
ber of other railroad men will be present. 

According to the rules of the association, 
all general and ticket agents in the coun- 
try are members by virtue of their posi- 
tions, but at every meeting the formality 
of presenting the names of new members 
is gone through with. 

At the coming meeting the annual address 
will be made by Mr. P. S. Eustis. At every 
meeting some member of the association is 
selected to make an address the following 
year and upon Mr. Eustis was conferred 
this honor last year. The Subject of his 
address is at present unknown, but it 
promises to be interesting. 

Some important questions will be discuss- 
ed at the meeting, all of them being, of 
course, relative to the railroad business.

8. The establishment of skeleton tickets.

appeal will be made before 
the city council to increase the city’s mil- 
itary appropriation when next that body 
takes up the matter of dispensing with the 
money which comes into the treasury, 

The movement Was started some time 
ago, but it has been kept very quiet. A 
number the councilmen have been «sp- 
proached and their views on the 
subject. In most instances the replies have 
been favorable. 

Five thousand dollars will be asked for 
by the military, and it not improba- 
ble that they will receive it. It was at 
first the intention of those interested in 
the matter to ask for a greater amount, 
but after looking over the field it was 
thought best to make the amount as low 
as possible, 

The city at present appropriates $3,300 to 
the military companies, but not in money. 
This amount is used to pay the rents for 
the halls. Those companies which have 
armories of their own, or which have 
armories for which they pay nothing, use 
the money for other purposes. 

Of course, the real reason why the mill- 
tary men are asking for more money is 
that they may be able to build the regi- 
mental armory of which so much has been 
said during the past few weeks. It is 
thought that if the appropriation be ‘n- 
creased the money received from this 
source and that raised by subscription 
and from entertainments will be sufficient 
to buy the lot and build the armory. 

It undoubtedly the case that many 
of the members the general council 
have begun to realize the importance of 
the military organizations in the city, end 
it Is said that the military question was 
an important feature in the recent election, 
Of course, none of the gentlemen who were 
@iected actually pledged themselves to 
increase the amount of the appropriation, 
but the military men Knew in some in- 
stances who were the friends of the ar- 
mory and appropriation question, and 
voted accordingly. 

Captain J. S. Dozier, as is well known, 
is in command of the Governor's Horse 
Guard, and he is said to be in favor of 
the armory scheme. 

Mayor Collier has not as yet fully made 
up his mind on the question. He is a little 
doubtful whether or not the city will Le 
able to increase the appropriation, but 
said when seen about the matter yesterday 
that he believed the members of the coun- 
cil would be willing to do ail in their power 
to help the military. 

“You know, we are shaving pretty close 
to the dead line just at present, on account 
of the redyced rate of taxation,’”’ said he. 
“And then, | am pretty sure that the as- 
sessment on real estate will be much re- 
duced next year, and the amount in the 
treasury will be correspondingly low. 

‘? should like to see the regiment 
fine armory their own, however, and 
believe that as a general proposition the 
city council would be for anything look- 
ing toward the advancement of the mil- 
itary. 

“Tl wish the city could build a fine mar- 
ket and place the regimeut on one of the 
floors, similar to the arrangement in Nor- 
folk. An armory would be a fine thing, 
as would also be the increased appropria- 
tion, and I shall do all in my power for 
both schemes, provided they are practi- 
cable.”’

‘Three Arrests Behind Wh'ch There Is a 
Sensational Story. 


THE RECORDER TO INVESTIGATE 


Cases Against Attorney G. P. Roberts, 
J. B. Baker and T. W. White. 


WHAT LED TO THE CASES BEING MADE 


Attorney Roberts Said He Was De- 
fending His Name—White Says 
Pistol Was Thrust in Face. 


In the police court yesterday afternoon 
three cases were called and continued un- 
til this afternoon, behind which there is a 
most interesting and somewhat sensational 
story. 

The defendants are J. B. Baker, T. W. 
White and George P. Roberts, the well- 
known attorney.’ The charge as it reads 
upon the recorder’s docket is “disorderly 
conduct.”’ 

When the cases were sounded Rob- 
erts said he wished to have the matter 
postponed to allow him to get some impor- 
tant witnesses. White also asked for 
a continuance on the same ground. 
Baker does not appear to have had much 
to do with the affair. The recorder granted 
the continuance. 

Night before last a police officer was 
called into Beermann’s cigar store about 
10 o’clock to arrest Roberts and Baker. 
White called in the officer. 

Roberts said to a Constitution report- 
er that he disliked very much to talk about 
the affair, but since the cases had been 
made and there was to be a public investi- 
gation he would tell exactly what had oc- 
curred. 

“That man White,”” said Roberts, ‘‘is 
separated from his wife, who conducts a 
boarding house on Loyd street. She is now 
suing for a divorce and is about to get the 


first verdict. He has been followftnge her 
up and circulating stories which have in- 
jured her business and driven off her board- 
ers. Lately I heard that he had been con- 
necting my name with his false reports 
simply because I boarded with Mrs. White. 
I approached him about the matter and he 
denied that he had done anything of the 
kind. A few days ago he went to his wife’s 
boarding house and renewed his tales about 
me to her. I came in and he was faced 
down with the matter and then he said 
that what he had related about me 
been told him by his friends. I told him 
what I thought of him and his friends. 
Last night I met him and he accosted me 
and said that he had been advised to warn 
me that I had to find another boarding 
place, I told him no man had the right to 
give any such a warning. I used some 
pretty strong language and then told White 
that he was a coward. Later I went into 
Beermann’s with my friend, Mr. Baker, who 
has nothing to do with the affair at all, 
and while we were preparing to use one of 
the phonographs I heard White say right 
behind me that there was the fellow who 
had come in between him and his wife. I 
again told the fellow what I thought of 
him, and he ran out and got a policeman. 


| The whole matter will be shown up in the 


recorder’s a: tomorrow afternoon.” , 

White, when approached by The Consti- 
tution reporter, after the cases had been 
continued, appeared to be very much ex- 
cited. He said: 

‘Roberts has caused the trouble between 
me and my wife. Last night he followed 
me about town with his friend and I learn- 
ed that he had said he intended to attack 
me. After trying to avoid him he finally 
came upon me and thrust a pistol in my 
face. I was unarmed and could not resent 
the language he used to me. I did all I 
could and asked that the police 
officer arrest him, A case was also 
made against me but I do not fear the in- 
vestigation.”’ 

The recorder agreed to try the cases this 
afternoon after all other matters had been 
disposed of, as it is probable Mrs. White 
and another lady will appear as witnesses. 

Mr. Roberts denies that he had any pis- 
tol. 

The investigation by the recorder prom- 
ises to be of quite a sensational character.

WHOSE WORK NOW GOES FOR NOTHING 


Judge Lurton Holds That Anti-Scle 
Measure Isin Violation of Inter- 
state Commerce Law. 
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Nashville, Tenn., October 13.—(Special.)— 
Cigarettes have been for some months the 
subject of expensive litigation in the state 
and United States courts, with the result 
that an apparently interminable tangle 
has resulted. The decision of the federal 
court has been rendered, but will be 
States supreme court will be necessary to 
straighten out affairs. As it is the Various 
judges of state courts in many instances 
differ as to what the recent decision of the 
federal court is. 

It all comes about through the passage 
by the last legislature of an anti-cigarette 
law. This act is as follows: 


sale, or giving away of any cigarettes, 
gurette paper or substitute thereof. 


shall be a misdemeanor for any person, 
firm or corporation to sell, offer to sell, or 
bring into the state for the purpose of 


stitute for the same, and a violation 
any of the provisions of this act shall be a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not 
less than $50. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the 
grand juries shall have inquisitorlal power 
over offenses committed under this act. 

“Sec. 3. Beeit further enacted, That this 
act take effect from and after the first day 
of May, 1897, the public welfare requiring 
Oe 

The act went into effect May Ist and 
cigarettes disappeared from the Nashville 
stores, but not from sight, for it seems that 
about as many were in evidence as usual. 

The American Tobacco Company in the 
meantime decided fo test the law and had 
its local agent, W. L. Sawrie, inake the 
test. He had sent to him from Louisville a 
single package of cigarettes which he sold. 
A warrant for his arrest followed, and ad- 
mitting the sale, he was bound over to 
the criminal court for trial by Justice 
Gaffney. Mr. Sawrie refused to give bona 
and on being ordered to jail, applied to 
United States Circuit Judge Lurton for a 
writ of habeas corpus, on the ground tnat 
he was being illegally restrained of his 
liberty. This test case having been insti- 
tuted Judge J. M. Anderson, of the Davyid- 
son county criminal court, directed the 
grand jury not to tndict any one selling 
cigarettes pending a decision by the feder- 
al court and under a bond of immunity 
from the American Tobacco Company 
everybody in Nashville was soon selling 
cigarettes again. The cause was heard by 
Judge Lurton some three weeks ago and on 
September 30th, he rendered a decision dis- 
charging Sawrie from custody. The decis- 
ion ts wery lengthy and the “original pack- 
age’’ qthestion plays an important patt. 
After referring to the lowa cases, he says: 

“So, in this case it must be recognized 
that the cigarette is equally a well Known 
subject of barter, sale, trade and com- 
merce, so recognized in all the channels of 
commerce, and by the laws of congress 
which prescribe the original package and 
its mode of taxation. The question here, 
us in the whisky case just cited, is: 
Whether, being an article of commerce, can 
the state of Tennessee, in the absence of 
legislation by congress, prohibit their im- 
portation from a sister state? or, When 
imported, prohibit their sale by the tmpor- 
ter? No important distinction can be drawn 
between this case and Leisy vs. Hardin. 
If all that can be said touching the evil 
consequences of the use of the cigarette 
upon the health and morals of the state 
be admitted. much more can be said, and 
was said. of the evils sought to be guarded 
against by the Iowa prohibition statute. 
If the traffic in ardent spirits Is a recog- 
nized and legitimate subject of commerce, 
so is the traffic in the cigarette. If con- 
gress has recognized the fact that the one 
is an article of traffic and commerce by 
prescribing an original package and im- 
posing a tax thereon, so it has recognized 
the other. 

“Rut this Tennessee statute, insofar as 
it prevents importation and sales in the 
original package by the importer, is not a 
quarantine or inspection statute, and fs 
not based upon the state or condition of 
the cigarette. 

“The Tennessee statute Is too broad and 
is repugnant to the commercial clause of 
the constitution of the United States, in 
so far as it inhibits the importation of 
cigarettes from foreign nations or other 
states, or their sale by the importer in 
the form in which they were imported. I 
reach this conclusion without any hesita- 
tion, though reluctant to strike down a 
statute aimed at the suppression of an 
evil of most pronounced character. 

The detention of the petitioner under 
the commitment of the state court is ille- 
gal, and he must be set at liberty.” 
“Attorney General Pickel announced his 
intention of appealing to the supreme 
court of the United States. 

Judge Anderson, of the Davidson county 
criminal court, however, a few days later 
gave a charge to the grand jury which 
caused cigarettes to be hidden out again, 
and while none have been sold the past 
week there is but little doubt that they 
will again be openly on sale in a few 
Judge Anderson’s charge is very 
lengthy and goes into a construction of 
the opinion of Judge Lurton, telling the 
jury explicitly what can and what cannot 
be done. He holds that cigarettes may 
be sold only in the original package in 
which they are brought into the state and 
that after they are sold once the pur- 
chaser cannot sell them again without 
subjecting himself to the fine. The effect 
of this is that while a wholesale or retail 

er may bring all the ciga

All the cigarettes were at once retired 
from view, but it is understood that local 
dealers who desire to handle cigarettes 
are making arrangements with the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company to ship them from 
some point outside the state in big open 
and uncovered boxes or baskets full of the 
retail packages of cigarettes. These can, 
of course, be sold to consumers a package 
at a time, as shipped into the state in 
this way they will be disposed of in the 
“original package” in which they came 
into the state. ; 

Judges at some other po'nts have held. 
however, that cigarettes may be sold in 
any way. 

It is probable, however, that both the 
supreme court of the state and of the 
United States will be called upon to handle 
the cigarette question. 
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WILL TEST THE LAW AGAIN. 


Tobacco Trust Sends Cigarettes Into 
Knoxville To Make the Fight. 
Knoxville, Tenn.; October 14.—(Special.) 
A test case has been commenced at the in- 
Stance of the American Tobacco Companv 
to again test the cigarette law of this state. 
It is likely that the recent decision of 
Judge Lurton will be abandoned by the 
tobacco trust at Nashville, as the case 
only covered a small part of the question 

involved. 

The trust shipped to this city a package 
of cigarettes that sell for 10 cents, on wh’ch 
there was affixed the internal revenue 
stamp. 

K. Blaufield, a dealer in tobacco, sold one 
of the small packages of cigarettes from 
the box and was arrested. 

A writ of habeas corpus was granted by 
United States Judge Clark, and Blaufield 
was released, pending the hearing of the 
case at Chattanooga on the 138th of this 
month.

Judge Hai Jones, of the ciiy court of 
DeKaibd county, yesterday scntenced Jack 
Barrow to the chaingang of that county 
ior a term of twelve months for using 
profane language before ladies. , 
On Tuesday Barrow and another negro 
hamied Richard Johnson boarded a car 
on the Traction line for Edgewood. They 
threw themselves on the seats indiffer- 
ently and proceeded to create aS much 
annoyatice for the other passengers as 
possible. They placed their feet on the 
seat in front of them. The conductor made 
them remove them. They said they would, 
but as soon as they were out of the city 

they would put them on there again. 

They did so, and the conductor told them 
to take them off./Instead of doing so they 
cemmenced to curse the conductor, using 
all the vile and filthy epithets contained 
in the vocabulary of profanity. A number 
of ladies were on the ear, and several 
Other passengers, who touok no steps. to 
stop their indecent conduct, but let them 
remain on the car until Bell street was 
reached. 

Here they were put off. Deputy Sheriff 
Buchanan was notified and went to where 
the negroes were and attempted to take 
them in charge.

~ BOLDIER VICTORIOUS 


Recorder Holds He Is Not Guilty of 
Blockading the Sidewalk. 


THE ARMY LONG ESTABLISHED 


Not the Policy of the City To Inter- 
fere with the Meetings. 


THOSE ON THE SIDEWALKS ARE GUILTY 


Officer Said He Could Make 500 Cases 
if He Wished—Interesting Trial 
Before the Recorder. 


The Salvation Army was victorious in the 
police court yesterday afternoon and Act- 
ing Lieutenant Thomas C. McKnight 
marched out of the courtroom like a con- 
quering hero. 

As stated in The Constitution yesterday 
morning the acting lieutenant was arrest- 
ed by Patrolman Kitchens onea charge of 
blockading the sidewalk on Marietta street, 
near Peachtree. The officer had received 
many complaints from merchants that the 
meetings of the Salvation Army at night 
caused the sidewalks to be so blockaded 
as to interfere with trade and traffic. He 
notified acting lieutenani, who was in 
charge, that he must get further away trom 
the sidewalks or a case would be made 
against him. He didn’t move and the case 
Was made. 

When the case was called the a-vresting 
officer stated that he wished a concinuance 
on the ground that he had several impor- 
tant witnesses who were not present. He 
Stated the case briefly to the court. 

“Well, I don't see any use to continue the 
case,’’ said the recorder, ‘“‘for I will not 
hold the defendant liable if he was in the 
street. It was not he but the people on the 
sidewalk who did the blockading. If he 
Was, as you say, in the street, I can’t find 
him guilty of blocking the sidewalk, but 
you ought to have arrested the people on 
the walk.’’ 

“TI would have to arrest about five hun- 
dred people,’’ replied the officer. 

“Then arrest five hundred people,’’ the 
recorder replied, ‘for it was the five hun- 
ded people and’ not the man before me 
who did the unlawful act. And, besides all 
that, it has been the policy of the city of 
Atlanta not to disturb the Army in its 
street meetings so long as they are con- 
scientious in their worship and are trying 
to do good in their way. This matter was 
decided a long while ago. The Salvation 
Army has been established in the city 
some twelve or fourteen years and they 
have every night held their street meetings. 
It strikes me that the complaint is rather 
slow about coming in. I will continue the 
case, however, if it is wished and hear the 
evidence.”’ 

“You can dismiss the case then,” said 
the officer, ‘“‘for under your honor’s ruling 
there will be no chance of a conviction.” 

The case was accordirg*ty dismissed. 

“If you wish you can make out a 
for blockading the streets, but I will say,” 
the recorder remarked, ‘‘that you will have 
to make out a mighty strong case for me 
to convict.’ 

Turning to the defendant the recorder 
asked: 43 

“Why can’t you people get out in the 
middle of the street where the old artesian 
well used to be?” 

‘‘We used to hold our meetings there,”’ 
replied the lieutenant, ‘“‘but we could not 
get the people and so we moved to our 
present location and now have good 
crowds.,”’ 

The lieutenant marched out of the court 
room, and it is not probable that he will 
again be disturbed.

The climax of the great Tennessee Cen- 
tennial will be Atlanta day, October 2th. 
Mayor Collier, Colonel! T. B. Neal, of 
the chamber of commerce, and General 
Passenger Agent Charles Harman, of the 
Western and Atlantic road, held a consul- 
tation in the mayor's office at the city 
hall yesterday morning at 11 o'clock for 
the purpose of making arrangements for 
the celebration of the day set apart for 
the Gate City of the South in Nashville 
Within the next few days a formal in- 
vitation will be received from the exposi- 
tion authorities requesting Atlanta to be 
present in body and in spirit on this oc- 
casion. The invitation wil) be accepted 
and Atlanta will march forth in all her 
glory to impress the world with the fact 
she is the greatest of the great. 

The idea is new. An Atlanta day was 
not on the original programme of expos!- 
tion events. Georgia has had her day; so 
has Chicago, New York and Baltimore, but 
it remains for Atlanta, with the blare of 
trumpets, much official pomp and ceremo- 
ny, to furnish the crowning event of the 
great Centennial. 

Atlanta never does anything by halves. 
The old Atlanta spirit that has made At- 
lanta what she is will be there. Much 
enthusiasm is being manifested by local 
business men, and this city will make the 
grandest showing of any municipality in 
the whole country. Those at the head of 
the move say Atlanta shall not be out- 
done.

AUNT DEFEATS HER NIECE 
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Miss Cooper Is Triumphant in the | 


Unique Property Litigation. 


SHE WEEPS OVER HER VICTORY 


When Judge Lumpkin Made His Deci- 
sion Miss Cooper Burst Into 
a Flood of Tears. 


The case of Mrs. EB. L. Cunningham 
against Miss A. R. Cooper, the former a 
niece of the latter, which was begun last 
Saturday in the superior court. betore Judge 
Lumpkin, wag concluded yesterday by a 
decision in favor of Miss Cooper. 

The case, like all family quarrels, has 
abounded in sensational accusations and 
startling testimony. The purpose of the 
suit was to recover a house and lot on Bush 
street and the allegations of Mrs. Cunning- 
ham were that she had bought the place 
prior to 1877, and had paid most of the 
purchase price, but that Miss Cooper, who 
had paid a small part of the purchase 
n.cney, had abstracted her bond for title 
and had by trickery and fraud induced the 
seller of the property to make a deed to 
Miss Cooper. 

Mrs. Cunningham prayed the court in her 
petition that the place be decreed to her 
as the largest owner in the property and 
that ‘(Miss Cooper be injoined from selling 
the place and from interferring with the 
property. 

In reply to this petition, Miss Cooper filed 
an answer declaring that she had bought 
the property and had paid for it with her 
own money. In additivn to this she declar- 
ed she had been the main support, for 
many years, of Mrs. Cunningham, her hus- 
band and children. She declared that Mrs. 
Cunningham had no claim to the property 
and exhibited a quit claim to substantiate 
her claim. 

One of the spicy features of the litigation 
was the allegation made by Miss Cooper 
that Mrs. Cunningham was crazy, allud- 
ing it is said to the weakness -of Mrs. 
Cunningham for spiritualism, Christian sci- 
ence, haunted houses and other eccentric 
ideas of the plaintiff. The hearings were 
exceedingly interesting and heated. Mrs. 
Cunningham was represented by Messrs. 
Eugene and Gordon Mitchell and Miss 
Cooper was represented by Colonel W. T. 
Moyers. : 

During the progress of the trial Mrs. 
Cunningham produced the evidence of a 
number of witnesses who swore that she 
was sane and that she was a woman of 
more than ordinary mental capacity. Miss 


Cooper then tendered in court through her 
attorney a deed to the place from Mrs. 
Cunningham made in 1890, and a letter 
written in 1891 by Mrs. Cunningham admit- 

ting that she had no claims to the place. 
Miss made a dramatic climax to 
the case by weeping in court over her 
victory and inviting her vanquished kins-

The Atlanta Standard™Telephone Com- 
pany has won its fight for a renewed fran- 
chise. 

The committees on electric Nights and 
ordinances and legislation held a joint 
session at the city hall yesterday morning, 
and unanimously decided to give the com- 
pany another chance to put in their ex- 
change. : 

The Standard people, however, must _be 
punctual. They must begin work within 
thirty days, must have 2,000 telephones 
in operation in twelve months, must not 
stop work unless for unavoidable reasons 
for as much as thirty days after first dirt 
is broken, and must give a gilt edge bond 
of $5,000 that the streets will not be im- 
paired by the laying of conduits. 

The Bell company was present, as usual, 
represented, not by Mr. Gentry, however, 
but by Mr. West. Colonel Joe James, rep- 
resenting the Standard, wished to submit 
his contracts to the committee, and Chair- 
man Maddox asked Mr. West to with- 
draw, which he did. The Standard people, 
therefore, had the floor to themselves, 
and there were no live controversies as 
of the day before. 

Colonel James showed several documents 
to the committee, showing that he had 
signed contracts with Philadelphia firms 
for the work of laying the wires, and that 
work would begin, he hoped, within a 
week, He stated that he had nothing 
against the Bell company, except that he 
intended to break up the monopoly which 
they have had here for several years by 
putting in cheaper ‘phones. 

Wanted To Enlarge the Bond. 

All the committeemen seemed in favor 
of granting the new franchise. Councilman 
Lumpkin thought the bond should be en- 
larged to $25,000. He took the position that 
the city had no guarantee that the com- 
pany would begin work, and that even if 
after work had begun there was nothing 
sufficient to show the city the streets would 
be repaired after they had been torn up. 

The other committeemen did not take 
this view. Councilman Howard wanted 
to take some step to prevent a repetition 
of the former franchise, which granted 
the company authority to begin work 
but nothing was said about continuance. 
The continuance clause was therefore 
inserted at Mr. Howard’s, instance. 

Mr. Lumpkin insisted that the bend 
should be made by a security company, 
and was backed by Mr. Howard. A ¥ote

Besides the twenty-four free telephones 
Which the Standard pcople propcese to 
give the city, Colonel James stated yes- 
terday merning that he would ive a tel- 
ephene for every public school in Atlanta 
free of charge. This seemed to strike the 
committee favorably and the school 
’phones will no doubt be arecepted. 

The board of electrical control will su- 
pervise the work, and the new franchise 
of the company. If at any time work does 
not progress acceptably, or if the terms 
of the continuance are not complied with, 
the franchise will be forfeited. 

The Standard people propose to put in 
residence 'phones for $24 per annum. By 
the first of January the Bell company 
will furnish limited VHne service for $18 
per annum. The Standard people say they 
will meet any cut their competitors may 
make.

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AGAIN A MYSTERY 


Both of the Accused Men Have Been 
Liberated. 
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A NO BILL FOR FRANK MORRIS 


Both He and Dr. Kilpatrick Are Now 
Free Men Again. 


REAL CRIMINAL REMAINS UNDISCOVERED 


The Murder Was a Shocking One and 
It Now Appears as if It Will 
Never Be Solved. 


The murder of Joe Sprinz, whose mutilat- 
ed body was found in his house in Midville, 
Ga., last April, is again enshrouded in 
mystery, blacker and more puzzling than 
when the crime was first discovered. 

The cases against both Dr. Kilpatrick and 


Frank Morris have failed. 

The latest feature of the case is the ac- 
tion of the grand jury in returning a “no 
bill” against Frank Morris, an ex-marshal 
of Midville, who was one of those accused 
of the crime. This throws the case again 
open to speculation, and there seems to 
be in sight no immediate sqluyhon of the 


mystery. 

The trained detectives still believe their 
y, but if so, according to the 
grand jury, there is not even enough in 
dence to warrant the finding of an indict- 
ment. This the detectives charge to prej- 
dice and popular feeling for the accused 
men, and they have returned to tneir 
homes. 

It was Mrs. Spring who swore out the 
warrant against Dr. J. J. Kilpatrick, of 
Midville, charging him with the murder, 
| and Detective “Bill” Jones, of this city, 
who is one of the best known men in his 
line of work in the state, was employed to 
investigate the case and work up evidence 
against the physician. 

Dr. Kilpatrick was liberated by the jus- 
tice of the peace, before whom he was 
taken for preliminary trial. The evidence 
against Kilpatrick was that he had been 
the family physician of the Sprinaz people 
and was enamouréd/with Mrs. Sprinz. It 
was charged that he had sent her to Macon 
to be treated for an ailment that never ex- 
isted, so she would be out of town when he 
killed her husband. 

Kilpatrick in his defense showed that 
Mrs. €&prinz was afflicted with an incurable 
ailment of such a nature that no sensible 
physician would have married her. He stat- 
ed emphatically that he was not in love 
with her and never had been. He proved 
an alibi until 10 o’clock on the night of 
the murder and said that after leaving his 
friends he had gone directly to bed. 

After Kilpatrick had been liberated by 
the grand jury, attention turned to ex- 
| Marshal Frank Morris, who was one of the 
| accused. It was stated that ‘Morris was in 

the habit of carrying a small-sized billy 
' and the wound on the head of the dead 

man was evidently inflicted with such an 
instrument. 
| It was also shown by the prosecution that 
. Sprinz and Morris had had an altereation 
only a few days before the murder was 
committed, but the evidence which was 
most damaging to Morris was that to which 
| the grand jury paid the least attention. A 
man of ‘Midville, Thigpen by name, swore 
that he had seen Morris in the house of 
Sprinz only a short time before the murder 
is supposed to have been commiited, and 
this witness was corroborated by a num- 
ber of negroes. 

The defense, on behalf of Morris,however, 
attempted to prove than Thigpen was a 
man of utter irresponsibility, while the tes- 
timony which corroborated his statement 
was given by negroes. Tae grand jury was 
of the opinion that the evidence was not 
sufficiently binding to warrant an indict- 
ment against Morris and consequently re- 
turned ‘‘no bill.” 

The murder ef Joe Sprinz was one of the 
most sensational and shocking tragedies 
that has ever occurred in that section of 
the state. He was a man of influence and 
promirenee in Midville and the sorround- 
ing country and always bore a good repu- 
tation.

‘CORN THE LEADER 


Sold at Lewest Point in Months and 
Wheat and Oats Followed. 


DUE TO LONG LIQUIDATION 


Wheat and Oats Each Closed a Sharp 
Fraction Lower, but Provisions 
Closed Slightly Higher. 


Chicago, October 14.—Corn led the grain 
markets today. It sold at the lowest point 
in months and carried wheat and oats with 
it. Changing from December to May and 
general liquidation by disgusted longs re- 
sulted in a decline of i14@1% for December. 
Wheat declined %7%c, bullish foreign news 


steadying the miaviens to a certain extent. 


Oats closed %c lower. Provisions were help- 
ed by an improved cash demand and closed 
24.@714c higher. 

About all the strength the wheat market 
showed today was confined to the first 
few minutes’ trading. December started 
at 914%@937%ic, with one or two sales as high 
as 92c, as compared with yesterday's clos- 
ing price of 91%c, and for about half an 
hour the price held at about that figure. 
Opening influences affecting wheat were 
the higher cables and the revised estimate 
by the Hungarian minister of agriculture 
regarding the world’s wheat and rye pro- 
duction. Liverpool, before the opening here, 
had advanced %@1!4d over yesterday’s 
prices, while Paris was unchanged to 15 
centimes higher. The Hungarian figures 
made the world’s wheat production for this 
year 203,000,000 bushels less than last. The 
world's rye crop this year was estimated 
at 40,000,000 bu&hels short of last year. The 
rorthwestern receipts showed a rather 
marked falling off. The total at Duluth and 
Minneapolis was 781 cars, against 1,046 a 
week ago and 837 a year ago. Chics 
receipts were also very light at 1% cars. 
The effect of all this was offset in a meas- 
ure by The Cincinnati Price Current, which 
said rains had so improved the outlook 
that an enlarged area was practically as- 
sured. Although the opening was strong, 
there were quite a number of holders who 
were willing to take their profits, and sell- 
ing of this sort was sufficient to start the 
market in the opposite direction. Very bad 
reports concerning the Russian wheat pro- 
duction came in while the market was 
weakest, but its effect was not noticeable. 
Broomhall's special correspondent said that 
Caucasus province would not export over 
24.000,000 bushels of wheat, against 48,000,000 
last year. Very little life was shown after 
the opening flurry. Realizing sales by longs, 
coupled with the weakness in corn, made 
combination which the market could not 
overcome, and there was a steady drift 
downward, The decline was not rapid, as 
the trade wag too light to warrant much 
movement. The early selling by the longs 
simply supplied the more urgent of the 
shorts, after which the market was left 
largely to its own resources. The exports 
for the dav were equal to 595,000 bushels. 
Primary market rece'pts were 1,681,000 
bushels ,ageinst 1.038.000 a year ago. De- 
cember gradually settled down to 90°%@Wlic 
and closed at 9167S505¢c bid. 

Corn developed great weakness almost 
from the start.

Where soubrettes sang and danced and 
the orchestra played under the blaze of the 
Stage lights, little waifs, with their childish 
vo'ces will sing praises to God and lisp 
the holy name in prayer. Instead of pink 
tights and vari-colored lights, pictures of 
the story of the Bible will be one of the 
features of the theater that is now to be 
consecrated to the work of God. 

In a few days the Central Union mission, 
which has for nearly a year been located 
at 4542 South Broad street, will move to 
the Casino theater, at 60 North Broad 
street, and the entire second floor will be 
renovated and made a comfortable home 
for the mission workers. The building will 
be fitted up especialy for the mission and 
the gallery will be extended over the entire 
floor and all memories of the show place 
will be wiped out. Over the half nude pic- 
tures of dancing giris will be hung large 
pictures of Bible scenes and the place will 
be cleansed as was the temple in the times 
of Christ. 

For a number of weeks the board of con- 
trol of the Central Union mission has been 
aware of the growth of the mission to such 
an extent as to make a move into larger 
quarters necessary. Among all the places 
Visited, the Casino theater was found to be 
the most central and the most commodious 
and the place was selected yesterday 
morning and a trade made between the 
board and the owner of the huilding. The 
first anniversary of the mission will be cel- 
ebrated on October 26th, and the move into 
the new home will probably be made on 
that day. Previous to the removal of the 
mission the board of control and the friends 
of the mission will furnish the new home 
and fit it up nicely for the purpose for 
which it is to be used 

The Central Union mission has been ex- 
ceedingly successful in efforts in the 
past, but the board of control .is anx‘ous 
to enlarge its field and increase its use- 
fulness. Special attention is to be given 
the rescue of little boys who are without 
homes. According to the present condition 
of affairs, if a vagrant child is found out 
late at night asleep in an alley or stairwey, 
the police carry the offender to the station- 
house, where a night’s lodging is given 
w:thout a case being made. These children 
will be carried to the Central Union mis- 
sion hereafter and they will be given a 
clean cot in which to sleep and the next 
morning breakTast will be served. Their 
cases Wiil also be investigated by the niis- 
sion workers and if they are deserving chil- 
dren, they wil be given an opportunity to 
lead a good life. 

“We are endeavoring to make the mis- 
sion better than it has ever been.” said 
Treasurer Chapman yesterday. “We will 
make the quarters comfortable and at- 
tractive and I am firmly convinced that 
we will be in a position to rescue many 
Waifs from a life of sin and degredation.”’ 

Among those who are interested in the 
mission is Mr. Andrew P. Stewart, and he 
is actively engaged in aiding the board of 
control. The board will propably be reor- 
ganized at a meeting which is to be held 
tonight im the rcoms of the mission and 
theb oard will be increased to about tifty 
names.

JUROR KNEW NOT 


HIS OWN COUSIN 


While She Testified in Her Case He 
Listened to Her Evi¢ence. 


SOON SAW HIS PREDICAMENT 


He Hastily Told the Judge That He 
Was Disqhalified in the Case. 


HAD WOT SEEN HER FOR MANY YEARS 


The Reunion of the Two, However, 
Cost a Mistrial of the Case in 
Which They Were Parties. 


While Juror C. J. McCollum sat in the 
jury box yesterday and listened to the 
statement of Mrs. Anne Elizabeth Chap- 
man, who was suing the Atlanta Consoll- 
dated Street Railway Company for per- 
sonal damages, he found a strange fasci- 
nation in looking at the pleasant features 
of the woman who was occupying the wit- 
ness chair. There was ‘something familiar 
in the voice and the manner of the woman 
and the more he looked and listened, the 
more interested he became. 

“I would like to speak privately to the 
judge."’ said Mr, McCollum, as he stood 
in the jury box. “I have a matter which 
I must discuss with the court,’ persisted 
the juror. 

McCollum walked quickly upon the wit- 
ness stand, passed the woman who had so 
earnestly held his attention and then whis- 
pered in the ear of Judge Reid. He then 
returned to his seat. and Judge Keid an- 
nounced to the attorneys in the case that 
they would suspend the examination of the 
woman as he had an announcement to 
make. 

“Gentlemen,” said Judge Reid, address- 
ing the attorneys, ‘“‘this juror informs me 
that he is related to the plaintiff in this 
case and at the time that the court put to 
him the question .:egarding his relationship 
to the defendant or plaintiff he had not 
seen his kinswoman, and did not even then 
know that she was his relative.

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PLAIN ARGUMENTS 


FOR COUNTY SEAT 


The Fight ia DeKalb Is Assuming More 
Formidable Form. 


ONE SIDE HAS A MAP DRAWN 


Decatur People Will Prove Their 
Claims According to Figures. 


TAXABLE PROPERTY AND REGISTERED VOTERS 


The Legislature Meets in Two Weeks 
When the Anxiety of the Peo- 
ple Will Be Over. 


The fight for the county seat of DeKalb 
is beginning to assume proportions and the 
sides are preparing their arguments why it 
sheuld stay in the respective places in 
shape to present the question to the legisla- 
ture in the plainest and most logical way. 

The people of Decatur have had prepared 


a map of the county showing their claim 


three elements which should con- 
trol the location of any county seal, namely, 
regards the center of population, the 
taxable property and the accessibility are 
favor if Decatur. 

The map which they have prepared has 
only the districts, the value of the taxable 
property and the number of registered 
voters in each district. 

Lhe map has a printed explanation on it 
Which shows everything to be in favor of 
Decatur. It is as follows:

which division is favorable to Stone Moun- 
tain, especially when it is considered that 
on the Decatur side of all these districts 
the land is more valuable than on the Stone 
Mountain side, on account of being nearer 
to the city of Atlanta. Making the same 
Summary of values east of the transverse 
line, Ye districts divided 
above indicated, 
it will be secen ‘ the property values 
nearer to Stone Mountain amount to only 
$1,483,389, giving a difference of $2,506,542 in 
favor of Decatur. Making the same eum- 
mary in reference to registered voters, 
Which may be taken as a guide to popula- 
tion, it will be found that 1,838 registered 
voters are nearer to Decatur than to Stone 
Mountain, while only 1,385 registered voters 
are nearer to Stone Mountain than Decatur. 
Then when it is considered how much more 
accessible Decatur is than Stone Mountain, 
the difference becomes greatcr than it 
seems. Stone Mountain has only eight 
wagon roads leading to it, while Decatur 
has twelve, with numerous branches and 
intersecting roads. Stone Mountain has 
only one steam railroad, while Decatur 
has the same road that Stone Mountain 
has, the Georgia railroad, and the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern within one 
mile of it. at North Decatur. Decatur has 
two electric railways, while Stone Mountain 
hes none. Theses electric car lines connect 
with the city of Atlanta and give ready 
eccess to Decatur to the populous western 
part of the county. 

They will rest their on this map 
argumenxt and on the petitions which they 
have prepared. To these they say they 
have over two-thirds of the registered 
voters of the county and nearly 3,000 names 
in all. 

The people of Stone Mountain will en- 
deavor to throw this over, they say, and 
it will be shown that the petitions are 
wrong in many instances. Their stronghold 
will be in the fact that if the county seat 
remained at Decatur that part of the 
county in the vicinity of Stone Mountain 
will never be developed. 

They say that there are now three sep- 
arate corporations who will extend electric 
car lines to Stone Mountain as soon as it 
is decided that the courthouse will be built. 
These will tend to build up the county, 
greatly enhance the property in the county 
and increase the revenue from taxes. They 
also claim that the county chaingang will 
be made to work on the roads leading 
through that part of the county, and this 
will build up the county. 

Representative Henderson, who favors 
Stone Mountain, says that it will be a 
small fight and they will have no trouble 
moving the county seat. 

Senator Stewart, of that district, has 
given out the statement that he will sup- 
port the side that has the greater number 
of names of the registered voters of the 
county on the petitions. This the people 
of Decatur claim, and it thought that 
he will support that place. Representative 
Mcrrison will support Decatur.

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CAVALERI CAUGHT 
ROBBING MAILS 


That Is the Charge Brought ina Bill 
ef Indictment. 
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A CLERK IN THE POSTOFFICE 


The Inspector Swore He Saw Him 
Opening Letters. 


PRISONER PROTESTS HIS INNOCENCE 


Says He Opened No Sealed Letters, 
but Looked Into Some Unsealed 
Envelopes. 


E. E. Cavaleri, Jr., son of the’ welle 
known and respected Italian of this city, 
was yesterday indicted in the United 
States court on the charge of robbing the 
mails. 

Three months ago Cavaleri was bound 
over in Judge Broyles’s court on this Se- 
rious charge, but at that time the young 
man said that he felt certain he would 
not be indicted. But it seems that evidence 
submitted against him in the grand jury 
room was damaging for the bill was readily 
found. 

Cavalert was a clerk in the delivery de- 
partment of the postoffice. His particular 
duties were to look after the delivery of 
registered letters. During the early part 
of the year Postmaster Fox received hun- 
dreds of complaints about lost money. 
These were promptly investigated, but no 
one was strongly suspicioned until the 
latter part of July. 

Postoffice Inspector Barry was detailed 
to the case and he with Mr. J. R. Rousson, 
of the postoffice, went to the peephoOle on 
June 3d. While watching the clerks in 
the mail department, the officers testify 
that they saw young Cavaleri open two 
letters. The first letter was read and Tre- 
sealed, but the second was opened and then 
the young man left the mailing desk. 

The officers say that before opening the 
letters Cavaleri looked all around him as 
if to if any one was watching him. 
The officers returned to their watch the 
succeeding day and altogether Inspector 
Barry says he saw Cavateri open five let- 
ters. 

The young clerk was arrested June 4th 
and was carried before United States Com- 
missioner Broyles for a preliminary hear- 
ing. The evidence against him was very 
strong. Cavaler{ protested that he did not 
open any sealed letters. He said that he 
opened some unsealed second-class envel- 
opes, and had torn open some letters from 
the dead letter office so that he could get 
the address. He claimed that he was hand- 
ling newspapers on the days of June 3d and 
4th, when the officers claim they saw him 
open the letters. 

Mr. Barry was emphatic in his identifi- 
cation of Cavaleri the young man who 
he saw vupening the letters. Judge Broyies 
placed the young Italian under bond. 

Cavaleri will not be tried until the latter 
part of the year or possibly by the first of 
™meXt year.

They Expect To Arrive There Today 
and Pitch Tents, 


CAMP A PICTURESQUE SUENE 


They Will Remain There Nearly Two 
Weers and Recuperate from tne 
Long Trip They Have Had. 


— -_— — ~ — 


The hardest day’s march the Fifth In- 
fantry has yet had was that of yesterday. 
They were carried over the mountain 
routes and through the ravines until they 
showed the fatigue of the trip for the first 
time. 

The weather was very cool in the high 
altitudes they passed through, but the 
climbing of the roads winding around the 
sides of the steep Biue Ridge made them 
sigh for a little level ground. The mules 
and horses which carried the wagon train 
suffered from the difficult passage and 
they were willing to stop for a rest at the 
first intimation. 

The regiment camped 
night and they will continue 
march today. They expect 
Chickamauga before nightfall, 
though it is not as many miles 
covered on the more level route, 
take them nearly the entire day to cover 
the short intervening distance between 
them and the place for their permanent 
camp. 

They will go entirely over one whole 
range of the Blue Ridge system of moun- 
tains in north Georgia and will make good 
time going dowm The natural surface of 
the land in the national park is such, they 
say, as will be especially adapted for them 
and they expect to have one of the pret- 
tiest camps that has ever been placed in 
that vicinity. 

They will remain there for nearly two 
weeks before starting on the homeward 
march. They will recuperate from the long 
walk they have had and prepare for an- 
other of the same kind. They will enjoy 
themselves during their stay and explore 
the country for a long distance in all di- 
rections.

They 
Were vaccinated as soon as they were car- 
ried to the police station and before they 
were placed on trial. Then they were vac- 
cinated again after being carried to the 
stockade. These precautions are taken so 
as to preclude a possibility of a spread of 
the loathsome disease.
